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First gripe ever gains spicer line for resident 
Complaint to real estate 
review board gets results

The first official hearing of the Des 
Plaines Real Estate Review Board may 
not come off, but the first complaint filed 
with the panel has apparently brought at 
least partial results. 
The complaint, filed in late May by 
Barbara Givens, 401 W. Golf Rd., Des 
Plaines, contended that a local real es­ 
tate broker had misrepresented facts 
concerning a parcel of land she pur­ 
chased in 1970. 
Miss Givens contended that a represen­ 
tative of McKay-Nealis Realtors, 1600 
Oakton St., Des Plaines, claimed the 


Golf Road property was connected to the 
city sewer system. The property, how­ 
ever, utilized a septic system. 
WHILE REPRESENTATIVES of the 
real state firm have contended that they 
did not misrepresent the condition of the 
property, the firm did pay for the in­ 
stallation of a sewer line to the house 
recently. Miss Givens indicated the work 
was valued at about $700. 
Miss Givens still has some complaints 
over water accumulation on the property 
that apparently has been caused by an­ 
other McKay-Nealis development adja­ 
cent to her property. 


She said a representative of the com­ 
pany had offered to regrade the property 
so water would be drained onto other 
land, but she said this was unacceptable 
to her. 
Miss Givens said she questioned the 
city giving approval to the adjacent de­ 
velopment which caused water to ac­ 
cumulate on her property. 
“I don’t see why I should be left hold­ 
ing the bag on this,” she added. 
She said McKay-Nealis also has stated 
they would remove some trash that had 
been piled up near her property in the 
near future.

A proposal to change a boundary for 
John Jay School in order to give some 
students a safer route to school, is sched­ 
uled to come before the Elk Grove Town­ 
ship Dist. 59 Board of Education at its 
meeting at 8 p.m. today. 


The boundary change would affect few­ 
er than 20 students, Jay School Assistant 
Secretary Jan Schulz said. 


The proposal involves putting a parcel 
of land now within Jay’s boundaries, into 
Forest View School’s boundaries. 


THE LAND IS NORTH of 111 Rte 62. 
Heights Road and west of Goebbert 
Road. Parents of students living in that 
area have been concerned about their 
children having to cross busy Goebbert 
Road to get to school. 


Students from that area who now go to 
Jay, and their younger brothers and sis­ 
ters, may continue there, according to 
the proposal. However, any new families 
moving into the area would be assigned 
to Forest View. Both schools are in 
Mount Prospect. 


The board also will hear a report from 
its boundary committee. The committee 
has been studying the effects new and 
planned 
apartment 
complexes 
would 
have on several Dist. 59 schools. It con­ 
cluded that already overcrowded Jay 
School would be the only school to suffer 
and become even more crowded. How­ 
ever, the committee has not yet taken 
action on a boundary change. 


The board will meet at the adminis- 


City Council approves a propoal to spend 
more than $11,000 on the project in 1975. 


Ald. Robert Hinde, 4th, chairman of 
the city council’s finance and insurance 
committee, said he will recommend the 
council adopt a measure to spend be­ 
tween $11,000 and $12,000 for electrical 
work on the proposed pavilion next year. 


Hinde said he would recommend the 
city use a portion of its federal revenue- 
sharing funds to finance the project. 


THE CONTRIBUTION to the memorial 
to local men and women who served in 
the military could enable construction of 
the pavilion and band shell, which will be 
located at Lake Park, to begin next sum­ 
mer. 


The committee has been attempting to 
raise funds for the project since 1967. It 
had little success until early last year 
when the group began holding weekly 
bingo sessions. 


The bingo games have enabled the 
committee to raise nearly $30,000 of the 
estimated $60,000 cost of the project. 


Committee members said they hope to 
raise the rest of the money by next sum­ 
mer or possibly seek a loan to allow the 
start of construction. 


Supporters of the project note the band 
shell will be available for community 
theater groups and other civic and social 
organizations for their activities. 


IN ADDITION TO the proposal for the 
pavilion, the council also is expected to 
review two other measures which could 
raise considerable controversy. 


The city code judiciary committee vail 
recommend that the council accept a 
proposal to establish the position of city 
manager and make the mayor’s position 
part-time. 
The recommendation met stiff opposi­ 


tion last week during a committee meet­ 
ing. A number of adlermen objected to 
the city manager concept, stating they 
did not believe a city manager would be 
responsive to the needs of the residents 
of Des Plaines. 


The opponents of the manager proposal 
have suggested the city consider hiring a 
full-time administrative assistant to aid 
the mayor in the day-to-day operation of 
the city. 


The council also will receive a rprnm. 
mendation which would allow the oper­ 
ation of establishments serving liquor 
within IOO feet of a church or a school. 
Some church and school officials have 
voiced concerns about the change. Pre­ 
sent city regulations require a 200-foot 
distance between taverns and churches 
or schools.

Larger gun 
may be OKd 
for police 


A change may be announced soon that 
would allow city policemen to carry 9mm 
automatic pistols as their service weap­ 
ons rather than the standard .38 cal. re­ 
volver, said Police Chief Arthur Hintz. 
“It’s going to be optional,” he said. 
“We’ve had a sergeant and two or three 
patrolmen who have carried them for 
about eight months on a trial basis. I’ve 
heard nothing negative.” 
Hintz said, however, he will wait to 
hear further reports from his men ex­ 
perimenting with the pistol before an­ 
nouncing any policy change. 


Although the six-shot .38 revolver with 
the four inch barrel is the current regu­ 
lation weapon for Des Plaines police, 
Hintz said a lot of his men prefer the 
9mm, a larger, longer range, clip-loading 
gun that fires 15 rounds of ammunition 
automatically. 


Current department policy calls for po­ 
licemen to purchase their own service 
weapons and Hintz said city police elec­ 
ting to use the 9mm will have to pay for 
them out of their own pockets also. 
Hintz also said a policeman will have 
to show “proficiency” on the police pistol 
range and have full knowledge of the 
weapon before being allowed to carry it. 
“They have to handle proficiently the 
weapon they carry.” 
Hintz said he would not have approved 
of his policy carrying the 9mm several 
years ago for w’hat he called a lack of 
safety features but said the weapon has 
been improved over the last few years, 
“to overcome the problems and dispel 
any fears I ve had.”

\ illage, high school give up hope lo preserve site 
artifacts 


Bulldozers apparently will roll over 
several dirt mounds in Elk Grove Village 
said to contain prehistoric Indian arti­ 
facts 7,000 to 9,000 years old. 


Both the Elk Grove Village Board and 
Elk Grove High School apparently have 
given up hope of preserving the site, lo­ 
cated between Devon and Wellington av­ 
enues on the west side of the village. 


An Elk Grove High School student 
found a mottled piece of stone in a field 
near his home in early 1973 and picked 


up what appeared to be half of some kind 
of an arrowhead. 
The student took his find to his history 
teacher, Ronald Benes, who discovered it 
was the butt end of a spear point in what 
archeologists call the Clovis style. Clovis 
artifacts are generally dated between 
8,000 and 15,000 years old. 
BENES AND SOME of his students re­ 
turned to the field and found other primi­ 
tive stone tools, apparently left by people 
living in the area after the Wisconsin 
glacier receded. 


The land, however, was owned by de­ 
veloper Joseph Zizzo who planned on 
building on the site as pait of the Devon- 
53 project. High School Dist. 214 attor­ 
neys met with Zizzo to attempt to draw 
up an agreement allowing students to ex­ 
plore the property. At the same time vil­ 
lage officials agreed to study the possi­ 
bility of preventing the land from being 
developed.

Violent storm winds 
cause severe damage

A short-lived but fierce storm ripped 
through the Northwest suburbs Sunday 
afternoon, causing severe roof damage to 
an apartment complex in Palatine Town­ 
ship and knocking a house under con­ 
struction from its foundation in Elk 
Grove Village. Wind damage and power 
failure were reported throughout the 
area. 
The pace of the storm was swift and 
could be traced through fire department 
alarms as the high winds and rain 
marched through northern Schaumburg 
Township, through Palatine, and down 
Northwest Highway through Arlington 
Heights, 
Mount 
Prospect 
and 
Des 
Plaines. Firemen in virtually all subur­ 
ban communities were put on alert in the 
early afternoon in response to calls of 
downed trees and powrer lines. 
One measure of the storm’s sudden- 
n e s s 
was 
the 
temperature, 
which 
dropped from 95 degrees to 68 degrees in 
the space of 30 minutes while the storm 
rolled through the area. 
• SOM E OF TH E severe damage was 
reported at the English Valley apartment 
on Dundee Road in Palatine Township. 
The roof wTas torn off six apartments at 
1528 King Edwart Ct. Each apartment 
had extensive rain damage. 
There were no injuries and a spokes­ 
man for the complex said persons living 
in the damaged units would be moved to 
other quarters. 
One resident of the complex said she 
observed the rear end of a large late 
model automobile lift off the ground by 
the forrce of the storm just before the 
roof section w7as torn off. 
“ The car just lifted up and I actually 
saw the car lift up and drop back down,” 
said Mrs. Adeline Gervasi, a resident 
there. 
Other tenants in the damaged building 
reported water running down through the 
walls and into electrical fixtures. 
• Gusts of 60 miles an hour were 
recorded at O’Hare International Air­ 
port, strong enough to unroof two freight 
buildings and to spin a parked Northwest 
Orient Airlines 747 jetliner, damaging a 
wing of the plane and a passenger walk­ 
way struck by the wing.

Mrs. Joseph Cimono said she and her 
husband and children were on their way 
to the nearly completed house to close 
the windows in the house after the rains 
came and a branch from a tree fell and 
nearly hit their car. Moments later, the 
winds uprooted the house from the foun­ 
dation. 
Severe damage also was caused to 
Becher Precision Equipment, 55 E. Ran­ 
dall, when winds ripped part of the roof 
from the plant. 
Roofing, insulation, wooden beams and 
an air conditioning unit were strewn all 
over an empty lot just south of the build­ 
ing. 
• IN PA LA TIN E there were several 
reports of trees damaged by the high 
winds and an apparent storm-related 
electrical fire at Arlington Park Dodge 
auto sales center on Northwest Highway.

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Hostages escape, convicts 
stall in Washington jail

the two convicts that had been holding them. 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Two convicts 
barricaded in a federal courthouse cell­ 
block for more than three days, stalled 
on a surrender agreement Sunday that 
came after seven hostages escped with a 
key smuggled them in a box of sanitary 
napkins, authorities said. 


The hostages escaped about IO a.m. 
Sunday by sneaking into an elevator they 
operated with the smuggled key while 
convict Frank Gorham slept and Robert 
Jones “ was plainly duped” into talking 
on the telephone. 
Federal officials said the convicts first 
agreed to surrender and be transported 
by plane to a federal penitentiary some­ 
where in the U.S. But then they made 
new demands the government could not 
accept. 
The convicts demanded that a news­ 
man go into the cellblock before they 
surrendered. Jones told radio station 
WASH he feared for his life if he surren­ 
dered without witnesses. 


But John Russell, Justice Department 
spokesman, indicated the government be­ 
lieved the two convicts, now alone except 
for a woman prisoner who had stayed 


behind when not told about the escape 
attempt, might be looking for new hos­ 
tages. 
He said the newsmen would not be 
allowed into the cellblock because au­ 
thorities wanted to avoid any “ potential 
hostages.” But he said one newsman, 
Jim Vance of WRC-TV, and an attorney 
had talked with the convicts through a 
door. 
“ There’s progress up to a point and 
then there is no progess,” said Russell. 
“ We’re waiting for them to come out. I 
can’t go beyond that.” 


He disclosed that a teargas canister 
had accidentally been discharged in the 
cellblock area during the morning, but 
officers went in and got it out and calm 
was restored. 


The escape plan was devised during a 
series of telephone conversations the con­ 
victs had allowed their hostages to have 
with authorities and relatives. 
Meanwhile, in New York City about 150 
inmates took over a floor of the Queens 
House of Detention Sunday after a fight 
in which three guards were injured, but 
later locked themselves back in their 


cells and the institution was declared se­ 
cure. No hostages were taken by the in­ 
mates.

Viet Cong disrupt municipal elections 


Viet Cong forces made a determined bid to wreck nation­ 
wide municipal elections Sunday with concerted attacks in 
the Mekong Delta and bombardment of polling places else­ 
where.

Jackson rips police aid to Soviets 


Sen. Henry A. Jackson, D-Wash., charged Sunday that the 
United States has agreed to sell the Soviet Union police equip­ 
ment which could be used to help their secret police keep 
Russian dissidents “ under even tighter control.”

Military air pioneer Gen. Spaatz dead 


• Aviation pioneer Gen. Carl “ Tooey” 
Spaatz the first Air Force chief of staff- 
died Sunday of congestive heart failure 
at Washington’s Walter Reed Medical 
Center. Spaatz, 83, was one of the na­ 
tion’s early airmen, a pursuit pilot in 
World War I credited with downing three 
German Fokker planes, and a general in 
World War II who with Gen. H. H. Ar- 
nold guided the United States to its air 
superiority over Germany and Japan. 
Spaatz supervised the final B29 runs over 
Japan and was present at all signings of 
unconditional surrender by the Germans 
and Japanese. 
• If amateur flier John Edwards is 
right, the long search for the final res­ 
ting place of famed American band lead­ 
er Glenn M iller may be over. Edwards 
says he’s found the wreckage of a U.S. 
Air Force plane like the one in which 


Glenn 
Miller 


M iller disappeared nearly 30 years ago 
in the English Channel. It’s in 200 feet of 
water about 12Vz miles south of the 
coastal of Dymchurch, which would be 
about the right spot, and it may be 


brought to the surface next June. M iller 
vanished with two others on a Dec. 15, 
1944, flight from England to France in 
low clouds and heavy fog. 
• Some of the new enthusiasm over 
George Wallace got a dash of cold water 
Sunday from Clarence Mitchell, NAACP 
director in Washington. Putting the Ala­ 
bama governor on their national ticket in 
1976 — said Mitchell — would be the best 
way for Democrats to lose black support. 
• Another shoe dropped on John Ehr- 
lichman Sunday — two days after the 
former Nixon aide was convicted for his 
part in the 1971 burglary of the office of 
Daniel Ellsberg’s psychiatrist. Cleary S. 
Cone, the head of the bar association in 
the state of Washington—where Ehr- 
lichman makes his home — said the 
perjury and conspiracy convictions will 
lead to the temporary suspension from 


his practice of law in the state, and an 
investigation into whether he should be 
permanently disbarred.

Judiciary unit near end 


The Illinois Labor Dept, bureau of em­ 
ployment security’s preliminary figures 
for June indicate 88,626 insured claims 
w’ere filed for the month. This compares 
with 78,319 claims filed in May. No fig­ 
ures are available from the department 
for the Chicago metropolitan area. 
Total unemployment in the state of Illi­ 
nois reached 209.000 or 4.1 per cent of the 
labor force in May. In June the esti- 
m a t e d state unemployment 
figures 
climbed to 238,000 or 4.6 per cent. 


Chicago metropolitan area unemploy­ 
ment figures averaged lower than the 
state and federal average reports. The 
4.4 per cent Chicago region unemploy­ 
ment rate in June (representing 148,000 
persons) 
compares to 3.7 per cent 
(125,000) persons in May. The region in­ 
cludes Cook, Lake, DuPage, McHenry, 
Kane and W ill counties. 
The overall unemployment rate in the 
U.S. during May amounted to 5.2 per 
cent, with some 5,380.000 unemployed 
workers. The preliminary June report in­ 
dicates that the rate has climbed to 5.8 
per cent.

Lowell Weicker, R-Conn., con­ 
firmed Sunday that evidence of possible 
perjury by witnesses before the Senate 
Watergate committee investigators has 
been turned over to the special prose­ 
cutor’s office.

Consumer, strip mining fights ahead 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Congress this 
week will consider two major pieces of 
legislation destined to stir heavy con­ 
troversy: creation of a new Consumer 
Protection Agency and establishment of 
controls on strip mining. 
Virginia Knauer, 
President Nixon’s 
consumer adviser, said Sunday the pro­ 
posal for a Consumer Protection Agency 
coming before the Senate is the most im­ 
portant consumer measure in her five 
years on the job. 


In a last-minute plea for Bassan 
against opposition from big business, 
Mrs. Knauer said the CPA w’ould be a 
“ powerful antidote to the poison of alien­ 
ation and helplessness affecting many of 
our citizens who believe that their pleas

erful have access to decision makers.” 


Legislation to create the agency has 
passed the House and is scheduled for 
S e n a t e consideration sometime this 
week. It faces a filibuster such as one 


that killed the CPA proposal two years 
ago in the Senate. Forces on both sides 
say the attempt to cut off debate this 
time could pass or fail by one or two 
votes. 
The House plans major debate this 
week on a bill providing strip mining 
controls which the coal industry says are 
too tough and environmentalists say are 
not strong enough. 
The House passed a strong strip min­ 
ing bill two years ago only to see it die in 
the Senate. This time, the Senate acted 
first, approving its version last October. 
Debate is tentatively scheduled to be­ 
gin Tuesday, with an Interior Com­ 
mittee-approved bill and two major sub­ 
stitute bills all to be discussed. In addi­ 
tion, nearly 200 amendments have been 
formally proposed for possible floor de­ 
bate. 
The legislation is the outgrowth of 
years of uncontrolled surface mining, 
mostly in Appalachia, which left the hill­ 
sides scarred and unattended. Now the 
coal industry, boosted by the need for 


more domestic energy sources, is turning 
its bulldozers and giant shovels to un­ 
tapped areas of the Great Plains. 
The committee-approved bill would re­ 
quire most stripped land to be restored 
to its “ approximate original contour,” 
and outlines a number of other restric­ 
tions.

Wheel tax may 
get another 
court test 


The Cook County wheel tax, levied on cars of residents in 
unincorporated areas, may have to face one more court test. 
The Cook County Congress of Homeowners Associations is 
asking the U.S. Supreme Court to consider the legality of the 
tax and reverse the Illinois Supreme Court’s decision that the 
tax is constitutional. 
A petition asking the federal court to hear the case was 
filed June 27. Cook County has until July 26 to file an answer 
to the petition before the U.S. Supreme Court will decide 
whether to hear the case. 
Individual homeowners have contributed more than $900 to 
help finance the fight, said Albert Sompolski, of the home­ 
owners’ congress, but additional contributions may be needed 
if the court agrees to consider the case. 
The arguments used by the homeowners to oppose the tax 
would hinge on the right of a government to use home rule 
powers to tax only a portion of its citizens while using the tax 
revenues for services to all of its citizens. 
“It’s taxation without representation,” Sompolski said, 
pointing out that the homeowners’ congress turned to the 
appeal to “give the little man some resort.” 


LWV to study courts 


The Illinois League of Women Voters has received a $56,000 
grant from the Illinois Law Enforcement Commission to 
study misdemeanor courts in Cook and three other counties. 
The LWV will use the funds for training of volunteers who 
will moniter and collect daily court information. This informa­ 
tion will include the number and percentage of “victimless” 
crime cases, number and reasons for continuances, court­ 
room procedures and facilities, treatment of persons who ap­ 
pear in court and conduct of judges and court personnel. 
The LWV, which will pay $5,556 for part of the study, de­ 
signed the program in response to evidence of growing dis­ 
satisfaction with the criminal justice system, LWV president 
Donna Schiller said. 
Volunteers will be recruited and trained by paid attorneys. 
Monitors will be chosen to obtain a cross-section of each 
community, including representatives from civic, profes­ 
sional, religious, business and minority groups, as well as 
retired persons and college students. 
By June 30, 1975, the project staff will have collected basic 
data affecting administration of court justice. After the data 
is analyzed, the staff will recommend changes.

$78 million bond fund to aid 
development of coal reserves 
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SPRINGFIELD (UPI) - Here is a 
rundown on major legislation approved 
by the Illinois General Assembly Thurs­ 
day and sent to Gov. Daniel Walker’s 
desk: 
• Energy, Both houses passed a pro­ 
gram to set up a $78 million bond fund to 
help finance development of the state’* 
coal reserves and to seek new sources of 
energy. The plan calls for $10 million to 
be spent in the new fiscal year. It also 
creates a legislative commission that 
must approve all projects funded under 
the program, and an advisory council 
chaired by the governor with the lieute­ 
nant governor sitting as vice chairman. 
• Dept. of Correction. Both houses ap­ 
proved the department’s $81.6 million ap­ 
propriation that includes provisions to 
maintain the River Oaks juvenile correc­ 
tions facility at Joliet. Lawmakers re­ 
fused to turn the facility into an adult 
minimum-security prison. 
• Dept, of Agriculture. The $21.7 mil­ 
lion appropriation gives the governor a 
choice of selecting the site for a new ani­ 
mal diagnostic laboratory at either Ke­ 
wanee or Galesburg. The bill provides 
funds for both facilities. 
• Dept, of Revenue. The $272.3 million 
appropriation includes funds for some 
200,000 state income tax refund checks 
held up since June 30 when the depart-

NIPC endorses 
retention basin 
federal grant 


A $1.3 million retention basin intended 
to help relieve flooding in Arlington 
Heights, Des Plaines and Mount Pros­ 
pect was given a boost when it was en­ 
dorsed for a federal grant by the North­ 
eastern Illinois Planning Commission. 
The NIPC planning committee last 
week lent its support to the attempt to 
secure $975,000 toward construction of 
the basin north of Central Road near 
Busse Road in Mount Prospect. 
The 
NIPC 
endorsement 
does 
not 
assure the project of federal funding, but 
if NIPC failed to approve the basin, its 
chances of obtaining a federal grant 
would have been virtually nil. 
AS IT IS, the grant application is not 
expected to be acted on by the U. S. En- 
v i r o n m e n t a l Protection Agency for 
awhile. James S. Braxton, assistant 
chief, engineer of the Metropolitan Sani­ 
tary District, which will build the basin, 
described the project as having “low pri­ 
ority” among flood control measures. 
The basin, which will lie on Weller 
Creek, is designed to reduce flooding by 
storing 130 acre-feet of storm water 
runoff, equivalent to a volume of 130 
acres in area, one foot deep. 


By storing the water, the basin would 
lower the flow of Weller Creek and the 
Des Plaines River, making them less 
likely to overflow their banks during 
storms. 
THE BASIN IS considered a tempora­ 
ry flood control measure, with plans pro­ 
ceeding for expansion to 850 acre-feet at 
a later date. The sanitary district has not 
yet acquired the 70-acre site. 
The federal grant, if awarded, would 
cover three-quarters of the projected 
cost of the first phase of basin construc­ 
tion. The sanitary district would pay the 
remaining one-quarter, or $325,000, while 
the villages of Arlington Heights and 
Mount Prospect, would be responsible 
for picking up the tab for a storm sewer 
connected to the basin. 
Frank Kudrna, supervising engineer in 
MSD’s flood control division, said paper­ 
work for the project has been approved 
by the sanitary district and by Arlington 
Heights, but has not yet been acted on by 
Mount Prospect. Mount Prospect Mayor 
Robert D. Teichert said he was “not 
aware that anyone’s waiting on us.” The 
village had previously endorsed the proj­ 
ect.

Must refund §18,256 for price gouging 
Gas station ordered to cut prices 


A Prospect Heights service station has 
been ordered by the federal government 
to roll back prices in order to repay con­ 
sumers more than $18,000 that was over­ 
charged during the past seven months. 
A spokesman for the Federal Energy 
Office said Friday that the operators of 
M and M Texaco Service Station, 4 N. 
River Rd., has been ordered to roll back 
prices four cents per gallon as a result of 
a price gouging charge made by the 
FEO. 


The spokesman said investigators de­ 
termined the operators of the station had 
been charging four cents more than the 
allowed price from November, 1973, until 
last month. 


UNDER THE FEO order, the station 
will be required to sell regular gas for no 
more than 50.4 cents per gallon and pre­ 
mium gas for no more than 53.3 cent per 
gallon until $18,256 has been refunded to 
customers. 


The rollback went into effect last week, 
the government spokesman said. 


Juanita Leiss of the FEO said the price 
rollback procedure is used because the 
government has no way of knowing who 
the customers of the station were and 
consequently who would be entitled to re­ 
fund because of the overpricing. She 
noted the FEO is still handling a backlog 
of complaints which were made several 
months ago when gas was scarce. 


“We are still receiving complaints and 
will continue to investigate the charges 
as they are received,” she said. 


The operator of the Texaco station said 
ie was not aware he had been violating 
government regulations. 


“I was only charging the same as oth­ 
er stations around. I still could pump a 
lot more gas than allocated,” he said. 
The operator refused to identify himself.

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Firms offer kidnap insurance for bonded workers

NEW YORK — An Indiana banker was 
tricked into paying $95,000 to an ex­ 
tortionist who hoaxed him into believing 
he had kidnaped his wife. 
Two extortionists collected $50,000 from 
a Tulsa bank president after actually 
holding his wife and four children for 
seven hours. 
A clerk in a Los Angeles broker’s of­ 
fice and the manager of a Connecticut 
food market paid smaller sums to ex­ 
tortionists who used guns to threaten 
their families. 
The growth of extortion by grass roots 
criminals, rather than the pros of organ­ 
ized crime, has caused casualty insur­ 
ance companies to start offering ex­ 
tortion coverage as a reasonably priced 
rider to financial institution bonds. 
SINCE NEARLY ALL victims of these 
extortionist crimes are executives or 
trusted employes who normally are 
bonded, the Insurance Information In­ 
stitute says the new coverage should

solve the question of who ultimately 
must pay the ransom cost. 
When someone telephones a banker or 
business executive to say that his wife 
has been kidnaped and will be killed un­ 
less he delivers $50,000 in two or three 
hours, his first instict is to borrow the 
money from the bank and worry about 
how to pay it back after his wife is safe. 
The Insurance Information Institute 
said that while banking and corporation 
lawyers tended to consider that the stan­ 
dard 
bonding 
coverage 
was 
broad 
enough to cover extortion losses, there 
was some question about the matter. 
“ The new rider removes that uncertain­ 
ty,” the institute said. “ Where it is pur­ 
chased, the bonding company must pay 


regardless of whether the kidnap cr 
bombing threat used to extort the money 
is genuine or a hoax.” 
Simply stated, the extortion rider pro­ 
vides coverage for losses away from the 
insured’s office or premises as a result 
of a threat of physical harm to a director 
or employe of the insured or any relative 
or either who is allegedly being held cap­ 
tive. 
IN MANY CASES, the success of the 
extortion threat depends psychologically 
on the victims panicking and failing to 
take a simple step that would expose the 
hoax. 
The case of the St. Louis banker was 
typical. A telephone call informed him 
that his wife had been kidnaped and 


would be killed un less the money was 
delivered promptly and that a bomb had 
been planted in his bank and would be 
detonated. 
When he phoned his home and didn’t 
get an answer, the banker paid. Later he 
learned that a man claiming to be a tele­ 
phone company official had phoned his 
wife and advised her not to answer her 
phone for the next hour because the line 
was being worked on. Nor was any bomb 
found in the bank. 
A different wrinkle was used to extort 
$30,000 from the Cleveland banker. The 
first call simply instructed him in 
ominous tones to “call home.” He called 
and a man answered, saying he had the 
banker’s wife and would kill her unless 
the money was delivered at a designated 
spot. The banker paid, only to learn later 
that his wife was working at her job in 
an insurance office as usual. A phone 
call to her office would have exposed the 
hoax.

He plants 2 new ideas for office decor 


G R EEN IN G O F THE O FFICE: it s a

Ever since his mother taught him to 
love plants, says architect Don Erickson, 
he’s liked growing things. Maybe that’s 
why he designed a vest pocket jungle in 
the heart of a Des Plaines office build­ 
ing. If Erickson’s ideas are widely ac­ 
cepted, it could mean an end to the ho- 
hum of traditional office design. 


We live in a generally barren environ­ 
ment, said softspoken Erickson as he dis­ 
cussed the concept of interior space at 
the new LeRonde office building, 950 Lee 
St., Des Plaines, last week. Greenery 
and sunshine are things the suburban of­ 
fice worker can only enjoy a few months 
of the year after they leave work, he 
said. 


If Erickson has his way, the office 
jungle will be something to look forward 
to in the future. Instead of congestion 
and sameness it will mean a greening of 
the office landscape. 


IN 
THE 
THREE-STORY 
LeRonde 
buildings, for example, visitors enter a 
lower level devoted to parking, lobby 
area and landscaping. A free standing 
glass elevator and circular stairs lead to 
the second and third levels. 


A 60-foot diameter courtyard domi­ 
nates the entire office area on the upper 
levels. It’s a 45-foot high atrium where 
huge live plants are suspended on chains 
from the ceiling and sunshine filters 
through skylights. 


Erickson, enthused about the vines 
that will eventually climb to the sky­ 
lights, said “ This will become more and 
more of a jungle every day.” He added 
jokingly that he’d have to hire someone 
to chop away the undergrowth with a 
machete when the plants mature. 
Year-round greenery and a double win­ 
dow exposure are an “ attempt to make 
the occupant aware of the interior envi­ 
ronment,” Erickson explained. An in­ 


troverted building which focuses atten­ 
tion and interest within every office 
space on the surroundings, Le Ronde 
represents a break with the past. Instead 
of a flashy exterior and bleak office de­ 
sign that characterizes many office 
buildings, Erickson looks to increased in­ 
terest inside and out. 


THE BIGGEST obstacles to this office 
greenery concept are tradition and mon­ 
ey, he said. Developers usually want to 
use the same office building plans that 
were successful in the past. And there is 
the bugaboo of wasted space and dollars 
for the earnings-conscious investor. 


Erickson believes that the dollars and 
cents cf competitive rental rates ($6.85 a 
square foot on an annual basis) overcome 
this opposition. The reason: good plan­ 
ning enables the architect to design an 80 
per cent efficiency (20 per cent of the 
space used for lobby, etc.). The average 
efficiency is 76 to 82 per cent, said Erick­ 
son. 


If this office building is as successful 
as he thinks it will be, says Erickson, his 
firm of Erickson & Stevens will next 
launch a larger project that “ will make 
this one look sterile.”

Matter delayed until September meeting 
Harper board refuses to seat faculty senate head

Harper College Faculty Senate Pres. 
Robert Powell walked out on the Harper 
Board of Trustees Thursday after the 
board voted to delay seating him as an 
ex-officio member of the board. 
The board’s action came in a 5 to I 
vote on a motion by board member Jes- 
salyn Nicklas to delay seating the faculty 
senate president until at least the Sep­ 
tember meeting to allow research on a 
list of questions Mrs. Nicklas said she 
has about the faculty position. 
The board last month voted 4 to 2, with 
Mrs. Nicklas absent, to seat the faculty 
member in an advisory capacity to the 
board. At the time, proponents of the 
board seat said the position would im- 
p r o v e communications between the 
board and faculty and would allow the 
faculty senate president to participate in 
discussion of academic issues. Board 
member Lawrence Moats was the lone 
dissenter Thursday to the delay. Board 
member Robert Rausch was absent. 
THE 
BOARD’S 
ACTION 
Thursday 
came immediately following a board 
committee-of-the-whole meeting with the 
faculty grievance committee at which 
Board Pres. William Kelly told the facul­ 
ty that changes in the grievance proce­ 
dure must come either through adminis­ 
trative recommendation or through col­ 
lective bargaining between the board and 
a faculty union. 
Friday, Powell said he thought the 
board’s combined action on the faculty 


seat and the grievance policy “strength­ 
ens the pro-union position (on the facul­ 
ty) greatly.” He added, “I walked out of 
the place because I saw no reason to 
stay.” 
As president of the faculty senate, 
Powell has opposed any effort on the 
part of the faculty to form a union at the 
college, saying he does not feel it is in 
the best interests of the school. 
Powell said Friday he was “surprised” 
by the board action delaying his seating 
on the board. “ Our understanding was 
that when it (the faculty seat) was grant­ 
ed last time, it was granted.” 
The board’s meeting with the faculty 
grievance committee had been arranged 
after the committee appeared before the 
board in June for the third consecutive 
month. The committee has asked the 
board beginning in April to consider 
changes in the grievance procedures at 
the college because of problems with 
long delays of grievances. 


AT THE JUNE meeting, board mem­ 
ber Shirley Munson asked for the com­ 
mittee meeting with the grievance com­ 
mittee to discuss its members’ recom­ 
mendations. 
Among the recommendations being 
made by the faculty committee is one 
calling for specific time limits on various 
stages of the grievance procedure. In ad­ 
dition, the committee is asking for an 
ombudsman to work with faculty and ad­ 


ministration to try to settle grievances 
before they are formally filed and for 
binding arbitration to be used if a griev­ 
ance is not settled through procedures 
within the college. 
Grievance committee chairman Janet 
Savin said the changes are necessary be­ 
cause resolution of grievances has been 
delayed under the present policy. A 
grievance during the past school year on 
the college evaluation policy took five 
months of hearings. 
Miss Savin said the grievance com­ 
mittee believes binding arbitration is 
necessary in the grievance procedure be­ 
cause it would speed up the process and 
give both sides an incentive to settle the 
problem. 


KELLY TOLD MISS Savin that he con­ 
siders “negotiation” of the grievance pol­ 
icy between the faculty and board to be 
something that should be taken up during 
full scale negotiations between the two 
sides. He said, “It’s not appropriate to 
negotiate the grievance procedure with 
the faculty piecemeal.” 
In addition, R. Thomas Clark, Jr., an 
attorney hired by the board to advise 
them on the issue, said, “ I’m unaware of 
any grievance procedure ending in bind­ 
ing arbitration that is not part of a col­ 
lective bargaining agreement.” 
Kelly also said if the faculty does not 
want a full collective bargaining agree­ 
ment, its other avenue of communication 


with the board is by “ input through the 
administration,” with faculty and admin­ 
istrators presenting a package proposal 
to the board. 
A recommendation to the board from 
College Pres. Robert Lahti has been that 
the grievance procedure should be stud­ 
ied further. 


F A C U L T Y M E M B E R Thomas 
McCabe, a former faculty senate presi­ 
dent who has served as spokesman for 
the board in annual salary negotiations, 
said Kelly’s position “puts us between a 
rock and a hard place” because the 
board has “ repeatedly narrowed” the 
scope of faculty negotiations and has re­ 
fused to negotiate issues such as class 
size or the grievance procedure. 
Board members ended the discussion 
of the grievance procedure by agreeing 
with a suggestion by board member 
Lawrence Moats that the board discuss 
the faculty proposals in closed session 
because “we’re talking about a process 
of negotiation.” By law, boards can hold 
closed sessions for collective bargaining. 
Friday, however, Powell said the fac­ 
ulty does not consider the grievance 
procedure a collective bargaining issue. 
“ This is not collective bargaining with 
the faculty — it is a suggestion for an 
improvement of a policy for the college.” 
He said the original grievance Drocedure 
also “was not won through a collective 
bargaining.”

Harper College will be able to build its 
planned vocational education buildings 
without making drastic cuts in the build­ 
ing design. 
Harper officials reported to the college 
board of trustees last week that the Illi­ 
nois Capital Development Board is in the 
process of adopting new guidelines on 
construction costs that are “ much more 
realistic” than earlier guidelines. The 
ICDB is the agency that supervises con­ 
struction at state community colleges, 
with the state paying approximately 75 
per cent of the building costs. 
Harper officials had earlier reported 
they were afraid it would be nearly im­ 
possible to build the planned buildings 
under ICDB guidelines limiting costs to 
$30 per square foot. Architects for the 
college had said that even a major rede­ 
sign of the buildings, which contain labo­ 
ratories and specialized facilities for 
vocational courses, might not get costs 
under the $30 per square foot guidelines. 
Donald Misic, director cf business ser­ 
vices for the college, said the new guide­ 
lines will not set a flat limit on per 
square foot costs. Instead, the guidelines 
will allow larger amounts of money for 
specialized laboratories and other facil­ 
ities. In addition, he said, the guidelines 
will contain a “cost of living” escalator 
to compensate for rising construction 
costs. 


ICGE OK sought for site 


The Harper Board of Trustees official­ 
ly asked the Illinois Community College 
Board for approval of the college’s pro­ 
posed second campus last week. 
The board passed a resolution asking 
the I C C B to approve the site on Palatine 
and 
Schoenbeck roads 
in Arlington 
Heights for purchase by the college. 
The ICCB staff now will study the issue 
and sometime in the next few months 
will recommend an action. The ICCB ac­ 
tion will have to be followed by endorse­ 
ments of the second campus by the Illi­ 
nois Board of Higher Education and Cap­ 
ital Development Board before the col­ 
lege can buy the land. 
The Arlington Heights Village Board 
last month agreed to set aside the pro­ 
posed site on its zoning plan for the col­ 
lege, over the protests of the Mayo Foun­ 
dation, which owns the land. The village 
board said it would review the zoning ac­ 
tion in six months to see if the college 
was making progress toward purchasing 
the property. 


Park program in jeopardy? 


Full operation of the new Harper Col­ 
lege park management program may be 
jeopardized this fall because of problems 
with finding someone to head the pro­ 
gram. 
College officials told the board of 
trustees last week that Kent W. Kurtz, 
who was hired last month as coordinator 
for the program, has decided not to take 
the job. Kurtz is an associate professor 
in the park and grounds operations man­ 
agement program at California State 
Polytechnic University. 
Robert Cormack, dean of career edu­ 
cation at the college, said Kurtz decided 
not to take the job afer investigating the 
costs of moving to Illinois. Cormack said 
he is now looking for applicants for the 
job and still hopes to fill the position by 
fall. 
However, he said if he cannot find a 
full-time coordinator for the program, he 
may set up a partial class schedule using 
part-time teachers and delay the start of 
the program until next year. 
The park management program has 
been developed by Harper in cooperation 
with local park district, who say the pro­ 
gram will help them get trained person­ 
nel.

I am 70. Ten years ago I had a trans­ 
urethral operation on my prostate gland. 
A month ago I had the same operation. 
The doctor who operated on me said that 
it is not unusual to have the growth 
again. He said that I did not have a tu­ 
mor. I am in good health but don’t relish 
the idea of going through the same oper­ 
ation again sometime in the future. Can 
you give me more information on this 
subject? 
Can’t say I blame you. The prostate 
gland is literally like a donut surround­ 
ing the urethra just outside the bladder. 
As the prostate enlarges it fills up the 
hole in the donut and compresses the 
urethra. That is what causes the symp­ 
toms of urinary obstruction. The trans­ 
urethral operation inserts an instrument 
through the urethra to the area of the 
prostate. By boring out the hole with the 
instrument the obstruction is relieved. 
This operation does not remove all the 
prostate gland, but enough to adequately 
remove the obstruction. The boring out 
procedure is usually pretty generous to 
try to prevent the recurrence of the ob­ 
struction. 
Since the prostate gland is still there, 
if it continues to enlarge, eventually it 
can begin to fill up the hole in the donut 
again. When this happens the doctor has 
to either do another “bore job’’ or surgi­ 
cally cut out the prostate. If the oper­ 
ation is done fairly late in life, and if the 
prostate doesn’t continue to enlarge too 
rapidly, then it may last a person for 
their life span, otherwise the problem 
may recur. 
I can't guarantee you that you won’t 
need another operation, but there is a 
good chance that your present operation 
should last at least as long as the last 
one, or more than IO years. Your pros­ 
tate gland growth may now be slowing a 
bit too, which could work in your favor.

My sister has very white teeth and 
claims it is because she uses baking soda 
and salt instead of toothpaste. What do 
you think about this? Is it all right? And, 
she claims that you can improve your 
teeth also by using peroxide as a mouth­ 
wash every hour all day long. Couldn’t 
that be harmful? 
There are many substances you can 
use to polish the teeth, and they will 
make the teeth whiter. But, that doesn’t 
mean the teeth will be healthier. Pu­ 
mice, a fine gritty abrasive, is used by 
dentists in polishing your teeth. How­ 
ever, you shouldn’t use it regularly, be­ 
cause it is abrasive enough to wear your 
teeth down.

The same can be said about soda and 
salt. They may clean your teeth, but they 
may take part of the teeth away with the 
food particles and stains. So, whiteness 
doesn’t mean healthy teeth. I believe you 
would be much better off to use com­ 
mercially tested and approved tooth­ 
pastes that contain materials to protect 
against tooth decay. 
Peroxide as a mouthwash may not 
cause any harm if it is not too strong. If 
you use a strong solution you can burn 
the sensitive gingiva (gums) and dam­ 
age them. I would definitely think that 
once an hour would run the risk of dam­ 
aging tissues. The important thing in 
dental hygiene is just to clean the teeth 
well and optimally to clean them after 
each time you eat. In special instances 
the gums need to be massaged and stim­ 
ulated. If you do these things nature will 
do most of the rest for you.

Sure it’s nice to see your 
name in the paper, it gives you a sense 
of pride. I don’t think it’s wrong to have 
pride in yourself and it is nice to know 
someone realizes the way you put out. 
But I don’t think guys quit because their 
name isn’t in the paper. That is going a 
bit overboard. 
Another thing that might shock you, 
Mr. Sharkey. Ability has nothing to do 
with permission to play. Anybody who 
WANTS to play CAN play. No one is re­ 
fused. An “A” league and a “ B” league 
exist for all age groups. A guy with less­ 
er ability goes into the “ B” league. This 
is fair to everyone. Everyone gets to 


play with people on his own level. Also, 
in all leagues in Mount Prospect, a rule 
says everyone must play two defensive 
innings and bat at least once. So every­ 
one does get to play.

For two years, my son has also been 
involved in Palatine North Little League. 
Last year, I was not pleased with some 
of the umpiring and tried to find out 
what could be done to improve it. This 
year, 
I 
became one of those “ in­ 
effectual” men walking around the vari­ 
ous fields. After talking to several Little 
League leaders, who have worked with 
the boys many years, I was convinced 
that using boys for umpires was the best 
alternative. 
Some of the reasons Palatine North 
started this program are: 


I. Sixty adult volunteers would be re­ 
quired to umpire the 222 games played in 
four divisions per season. Even with 60 
men, each man would have to umpire at 
least twice a week. In an area where we 
have trouble finding enough men willing 
to be managers, finding an additional 60 
men willing to take training and give up 
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-use of youthful umpires defended; 
their trouble comes from the adults;

2-3 days a week seems an almost impos­ 
sible task. 
2. If the League tried to get paid um­ 
pires, this w’ould increse the budget over 
$4,500. There would still be no guaran­ 
tee the umpiring would be any better but 
more parents, coaches, and managers 
might be thrown out of the game. 
3. Using untrained adults, as the 
league did in the past, was a disaster. 
The only real problem with using boy 
umpires is the lack of self control of 
some of the “ adults.” Some of the adults 
even try to pick on the boys hoping for a 
better call for their side. 


Once this season, when I requested a 
man refrain from calling out to the boy 
umpire, he said “ I was only trying to get 
a few strikes for our side.” If the adults 
can learn to keep their mouths shut ex­ 
cept when cheering for their team, the 
boy umpires will do a good job. Most of 
the boys umpiring in the minors and ma­ 
jors range in age from 13-15 and have 
played Little League baseball since they 
were 8. They can do a great job if the 
adults let them. 
One final word about “ Palatine North 
having Vice Presidents for just about ev­ 
ery phase of the game.” Almost without 
exception, the vice presidents of each di­ 
vision coach or manage a team in a sep­ 
arate division. They volunteer for these 
dual functions which take up 4-5 days a 
week because if no one accepts the re­ 
sponsibility, the job of running the 
League will not get done. If you want to 
improve things, get involved.

they’d like to see critics be volunteers; 


For three years our sons have been in­ 
volved in Palatine North Little League. 
And for three years I have seen 12-and 
I 3-y e a r-old umpires call important 
games. I have always thought that Little 
League was for the boys. And I feel this 
should apply to umpires as well as ball­ 
players. As for the way I see Little 
League, it is set up for the boys to learn 
how' to play baseball, learn the rules of 
the game, and to learn good sportsman­ 
ship. All of this put together will develop 
good character in the boys. I also feel a 
good way to start building character in a 
boy is to let him umpire. Yes, even an 
important game! We are trying to devel­ 
op these boys for the future, when de­ 
cision making will mean more than just. 
a ball game. Don’t you think Little 
League is a good place to start to help 
these boys? Too many people put too 
much emphasis on winning and not 
enough emphasis on what’s good for the 
boys. 
In the past three years I have been 
involved in over 50 Little League games. 
And I have yet to see one umpire who I 
have felt did not do his best while the 
game was being played. Sure they have 
made some errors on some calls, but so 
have the boys in the field, so have the 
managers and coaches, and yes, believe 
it or not, so have the parents of every 
Little League ballplayer in the United 
States. 
I think one of the best things in tele­ 
vision sports was when they started us­ 
ing the instant replay. Have you ever 
paid any attention as to how many bad 
calls are made by professional umpires? 
I would venture to say quite a few of all 
close plays are called wrong. But I would 


also say that they are not called wrong 
because the umpires know the players 
involved, or they lived down the block 
from them, or maybe went to school with 
them. They are called that way because 
that is the way the umpire saw the play, 
and in his judgment, he called it the way 
he thought was right. Can we ask more 
of our 12-and 13-year-old boys than we 
get from our major league umpires? 
As for the men in charge of the um­ 
pires, I think they are doing a fantastic 
job trying to teach these boys. They are 
at every game checking to see how the 
boys are doing. Countless times I have 
seen these men take the umpires on the 
side in between innings to try to help 
these boys with their challenge. Yes, I’m 
afraid I have to call it a challenge. Be-

Streaking is nothing new at International Village. It’s just 
given the nudists there a fashionable name and brought them 
out into the open. 
Although the streaking fad died down after college students 
had their thrills last spring, streakers at International Village 
are still in rare form. After all, some of them have spent 
years doing it during parties at the singles complex. 


The streaking crowd at IV is an informal group, said Jess, 
the unofficial president. About nine IV residents would qualify 
to become members of the “ streaking club” at this time, 
according to its unwritten rules, he said. 
A “ classified member” is someone who has streaked in 
public and can get another person to verify it, he said. 


THE GROUP has no formal organization. Those who have 
streaked in the past and still will when the urge hits them, 
have discussed organizing into a type of club with “ streaking 
T-shirts,” he said. 


Members started qualifying last March at a brunch one 
Sunday. At the party about 12 persons said they would streak 
at noon around the grounds of IV, he said. 
“ As the time grew near, they panicked,” said Jess. “ They 
chickened out one by one ’til there was only me and Joe left.” 
The two of them streaked around the pool area and back to 
the apartment under the stares of IV residents who had been 
tipped off about the streak in advance. 
Jess said there have been several streaking incidents at 
the Sheraton Inn Walden when a group of them would streak 
after a party and collect a free bottle of champagne. 


THE FIRST woman to streak at the village bared all at the 
Lobster Day held this spring. Advance billings about the day 
told about a girl streaker. The crowd waited but nothing 
developed. Finally, one young woman volunteered and 
streaked for about 50 residents. 
“ It’s nothing particularly thrilling to do,” said Jess. “ It’s 
just something crazy to do.” 
He said the aura about streaking is the same as that which 
surrounds nudity. 
“ Nudity, once you're use to it, breaks down barriers be­ 
tween people,” he said. “ Often clothes are a barrier in them­ 
selves.

Terkel sought 
by TV moguls 


by DICK KLEINER 


HOLLYWOOD - Studs Terkel’s thing 
is making books out of interviews with 
average people. His “ Hard Times” had 
people reminiscing about the Depression 
and his new one, “ Working,” is a com­ 
pilation of people talking about their jobs 
and their lives. 
The books are tremendously popular 
and successful, so naturally TV is inter­ 
ested. The network moguls always sniff 
around when something succeeds in an­ 
other field, wondering if there’s any way 
that success can be transferred to TV. 
And they’re after good old Studs. 
Their interest has been heightened be­ 
cause they know his background. Studs 
Terkel is a veteran of broadcasting. He’s 
a Chicagoan and he was there when Chi­ 
cago had its own style of television. 
IN THOSE semi-good days, the Chi­ 
cago style of TV created three programs 
which were milestones. One was Garro- 
way-at-large, with Dave Garroway’s low 
pressure variety hour. Another was de­ 
lightful Kukla, Fran and Ollie. And the 
third was Studs’ Place. 
Studs’ Place was an imaginary restau­ 
rant. It became so popular that people 
used to come to Chicago and ask the taxi 
drivers to take them to Studs’ Place. 
Chicago’s place in the TV sun didn’t 
last too long. 
“ As soon as the networks came in,” 
Studs says, “ and realized what a tre­ 
mendous advertising medium TV was, as 
soon as the vice presidents took over, I 
knew my show was doomed. It wasn’t 
the kind of show that sold things — it 
was only the kind of show the public 
liked.” ‘ 
But Studs’ name became part of TV’s 
history. He still has a very popular radio 
show in Chicago and that’s another thing 
the TV brass today are interested in. 
He says they’ve been after him to do 
his interview thing on TV 
‘‘ONE OF THE] late-night shows want­ 
ed to give me three minutes,” he says. 


STU D STERKEL 


“ I just laughed. They said maybe five 
minutes. I laughed some more. 
“ It can’t be done in that short a time. 
It takes me a couple of hours to get 
people talking easily. Besides, they’d 
freeze up in front of a camera. I have to 
gain their confidence before they’ll give 
me anything worthwhile. 
“ In my interviews, generally the first 
half-hour or three-quarters of an hour 
are just verbal fencing, until the subject 
feels comfortable. If I tried to do an in­ 
terview 
in 
five 
minutes 
on 
TV, 
it 
wouldn’t he worth a thing.” 
So he’s turned down TV’s feelers. Some 
other feelers, however, intrigue him. He 
says that playwright Arthur Miller has 
been trying to make a play out of sec­ 
tions of “ Hard Times,” and that would 
be fine. So far, however, he says that 
Miller has found it too big a project. 
“ It’s defeated him,” Studs says.

A designing woman 
In the field of flowers

Commuters on the Northwestern did 
double-takes when a student from the 
American Floral Art School in Chicago 
wore her creations home on the train — 
fresh bird of Paradise in her hair, exotic 
orchids on her shoulder and a garland of 
roses around her neck. It could have 
been more shocking — but the teacher 
wouldn’t let her take her funeral designs 
home J 
For three weeks this summer, three 
Northwest suburban girls, Marilyn Miller 
and Mary Carney, both of Des Plaines, 
and Pat Aberle of Elk Grove Village, got 
growing with a professional floral design 
course, along with 37 other students from 
eight states. 
Classmates ranged from several men 
and women who recently bought flower 
shops and came for training, a number 
of florists who want to get promotions, a 
horticulture teacher, to a pre-med stu­ 
dent who works part-time for Amling’s, 
plans to become a plastic surgeon and 
took the course to improve his manual 
dexterity. He figured his training will fi­ 
nance his medical education. 
FORMER STUDENTS have come to 
the school at 539 S. Wabash from every 
state in the union and 29 countries. 
Three hundred students have come 
from Japan alone. Their ages have 
ranged from ll to 81. 
Recently when a large Chicago florist 
sent a distress call to the school for extra 
hands to help prepare 10,000 roses for 
New Trier High School’s commencement 
exercises, several American Floral Art 
School students turned out for their first 
taste of paid flower shop experience. 
Another new experience for some was 
preparing flowers (strictly extra-curricu­ 
lar) for a Greek cotillion in the Grand 
Ballroom of the glamorous Conad Hilton 
hotel. Later, others readied blossoms for 
a gala North Shore wedding, which in­ 
dued 2,000 Klehm peonies dripping from 
hanging baskets and beflowered floating 
swans decorating an outdoor swimming 
pool in the garden of the bride’s parents. 
MARILYN MILLER, a student from 
Des Plaines who works at Ray’s Flowers 


and Gifts in that suburb, learned there is 
big opportunity for good designers to 
moonlight as windowtrimmers and spe­ 
cial assignment designers. There are 
possibilities for fanning out into broader 
areas too: Combine photography with 
flower designing and sew up two needed 
wedding services. Or do as one Rolling 
Meadows lady does: Service weddings on 
a free lance basis. Spare greenhouse 
space or vacant land can be put to lu­ 
crative use by growing in-demond money 
crops for florists such as bittersweet, 
stephanotis and statice. 
Courses such as this one are appealing, 
especially since it is estimated that the 
floral industry is a $2 to $6 billion a year 
business. 


CLASSES AT FLORAL design schools 
— and there are several across the coun­ 
try — are usually booked up well in ad­ 
vance. This is especially true at the Chi­ 
cago school, wThere all students use fresh 
flowers exclusively. Bill Kistler, director 
of the school, who worked on the Johnson 
and Nixon daughters’ weddings, said, “A 
beginning designer can’t develop a deli­ 
cate touch with flowers by practicing on 
plastic plants.” 
Mary Carney is another Des Plaines 
girl attending the American Floral Art 
School. Mary worked at Ray’s Flow­ 
ers with Marilyn Miller, but Mary 
worked as the shop’s delivery girl. She 
changed to a job as file clerk but didn’t 
see a future for an office girl who 
couldn’t type. Mary took the course be­ 
cause she realizes the need for education 
to advancement. She hopes to land a job 
in the florist business after graduation. 


A BROCHURE advertising a career in 
floral designing attracted Pat Aberle of 
Elk Grove Village. She decided there and 
then that she wanted such a career. 
She’s just graduated from high school. 
The girls found out that it’s amazing 
what they could do with flowers: Make 
“violets” out of stocks, “camellias” out 
of roses, “callas” out of gladioli, “flow­ 
ers” out of foliages. They picked up tips 
on how to make straight flowers curved 
and curved flowers straight, how to 
make eight mini-flowers out of one car­ 


nation and make it look eight times as 
pretty! 
Besides learning to create every kind 
of design under the sun, students re­ 
ceived a smattering of merchandising, 
buying, pricing, art, salesmanship, light­ 
ing techniques. 
EVERY DAY fresh flowers, only hours 
away from fields in Mexico, Guatemala, 
Australia, Hawaii, California, Holland 
and South America, were delivered to 
the school, where students had a chance 
to work with out-of-the ordinary godetias, 
proteas, torch ginger, frangipani, stepha­ 
notis, anthurium, euchairs, roses, cam­ 
elias, gardenias, Peruvian lilies, orchids 
and more. 
Some of the students rose early one 
morning and joined twTo of their instruc­ 
tors for a visit to the colorful Chicago 
wholesale flower market on Randolph 
Street. Students were encouraged to visit 
the local display companies and prop 
shops, Chicago Art Institute and other 
spots that cultivate interest in art and 
design. Director Kistler related that he 
had accompanied a group of students to 
the Blackstone Theatre one time, where 
they went backstage and viewed theatri­ 
cal props and met the star. 
AN UNEXPECTED visitor to the 
school recently, in Chicago to compete 
for the “Florist of the Year” award, was 
a California businessman, who counts 
Bob Hope among his celebrity custom­ 
ers. He recalled that when he launched 
his business, he retrieved tin cans from 
the garbage because he couldn’t afford 
stock vases. 
An early graduate of the school, Harry 
Finley, was the subject of a recent Coro­ 
net magazine feature and also a TV pro­ 
gram telecast. His specialty is gala Hol­ 
lywood bashes. Another former student 
has been making the flowers for the Ken­ 
tucky Derby winners for years. 
From horse blankets to grave blank­ 
ets, society wedding decorations, to body 
flowers, floral school for all students 
means dipping and tipping, drying, dy­ 
ing, painting, pickling and preserving 
flowers. And for some it means the be­ 
ginning of a well-paying, creative job — 
working with flowers.

Any kid can learn to play 
The do’s and don’ts of making music 


Parents who wear ear plugs when the 
kids take up drum, piano, violin or any­ 
thing musical are not helping one bit. 
They are not getting into the spirit of 
helping the child discover the joys of 
making music. His or her own kind. 
The American Music Conference in 
Kalamazoo, Mich., says with encour­ 
agement from parents, any child cam 
learn to play well. 
How much fun a child derives from his 
music studies is determined by a par­ 
ent’s attitudes and support when the 
child begins studying. Reaching for ear 
plugs is wrong. 
As a guide to parents, Dr. William 
Fowler, professor of music at the Univer­ 
sity of Utah and a member of AMC’s 
educational advisory board, offers the 
following do’s and don’ts. 
• Don’t . . . dictate the choice of in­ 
strument. “Banjo players can’t become 
great artists. Whoever heard of a famous 
tuba player?” are statements that don’t 
wash with the young and eager. 
• Do . . . allow your son or daughter to 
select the instrument to be learned. Re­ 
member, your child is the one who will 
be studying the instrument. It must be 
one that he wants to learn and the one he 
will want to spend time practicing on. 
• Don’t . . . use practice as punish­ 
ment. “You’ve been a bad boy - girl, so 
march right down and practice for an 
hour.” 
• Do . . . encourage the child to prac­ 
tice a reasonable length of time each 
day. Perhaps your child can accomplish 
more with two 15 minute sessions daily 
than one half-hour or one hour at a time. 
• Don’t . . . compare him unfavorably 
especially with a sibling. “Susie could 
play that piece perfectly when she was 
only six years old. And you can’t even 
get through it going on IO.” 
• Do . . . try to find ways to com­ 


pliment the child on his growing abilities 
to play well. Encouragement will make 
the child more eager to perfect his abili­ 
ties and please you. 


• Don’t . . . pooh-pooh his creative ef­ 
forts. “What is all that doodling around? 
Stick to the music your teacher gave 
you.” 


• Do . . . allow your child to enjoy 
making his own music by improvising. 
While his lessons may be necessary to 
learn the basics, he’ll accomplish greater 
musical growth by injecting his own feel­ 
ings in the music he plays. 


• Don’t . . . furnish him with a bad in­ 
strument. “This horn is good enough to 
learn on. After you’ve shown your father 
and me that you deserve a better one 
we’ll consider it.” 


• Do . . . buy or rent a good in­ 
strument, even if it is an inexpensive 
one. Good instruments help the beginner 
develop an ear for music and recognize 
“sour notes.” 


• Don’t . . . discredit the kind of music 
he likes. “You know your father doesn’t 
approve of the Nashville sound. Go play 
the Segovia scales.” 


• Do . . . allow him free choice in the 
music he wants to play. Many educators 
believe that children benefit from all 
types of music that is well written. 
Youngsters normally advance from con­ 
temporary to classical selections on their 
own when they develop abilities and seek 
greater challenge in the music they play. 
• Don’t . . . insist he “keep your eyes 
on the music all the time. Otherwise 
you’ll never learn to read.” 
• Do . . . let him learn the music the 
way that is most comfortable for him, 
whether by sight-reading or by rote. 
• Don’t .. . force him to practice ev­ 
ery day for long periods. “Beethoven 
practiced six hours a day. All we’re ask­ 


ing you to do is four.” 
• Do . . . discuss with your child how 
he would like to practice. He may want 
to spend several hours each day with his 
instrument, or perhaps break practice 
sessions into several shorter periods 
each day. 


• Don’t .. . equate your esteem with 
his accomplishments. “Just think how 
much Daddy and I will love you when 
you play the ‘Minute Waltz’ in 59 sec­ 
onds.” 
• 
Do 
. . . 
reinforce his 
accom­ 
plishments by showing approval of what 
he does. A youngster’s interest in and 
love for music should be an end in itself. 
• Don’t . . . put him on display. “Now 
be a good boy and play your pieces for 
all these nice people.” 


• Do . . . allow the child to play, if he 
wants to, when you have company. How­ 
ever, this should not be done with a child 
who obviously prefers to play for himself 
rather than others. The child should not 
be an entertainer for Mommy and Dad­ 
dy’s guests. 


• Don’t . . . point out your monetary 
sacrifice. “We’re paying $5 for every les­ 
son. Now earn them!”

Lur’ an enjoyable farce

“Luv” is a farce. It also says some­ 
thing. Underneath the satire and slap­ 
stick, playwright Murray Schisgal offers 
a timely insight into the continual experi­ 
ence of “dissatisfaction.” Always what 
we don’t have looks more appealing than 
what we’ve got. 
And the comedy currently being staged 
at Arlington Park Theatre is a gas, noth­ 
ing to contemplate at a later date, but 
plenty to enjoy uproariously for the mo­ 
ment. 
It would be highly unnatural not to 
laugh out loud over Dom DeLuise’s in- 
nane capers, his sad, often poignant ex­ 
pressions and sometimes unavoidable 
cutups. 


OPENING NIGHT not all was perfect. 
Small 
technical 
flaws, 
a 
dog 
that 
wouldn’t bark, a knife that didn’t appear 
(attributable, no doubt, to the fact the 
play went on without much prior prac­ 
tice), only added to the merriment as 
DeLuise turned every misfortune into an 
additional occasion for laughter. 
“Luv” opens as DeLuise in the role of 


Harry Berlin, a worn out, defeated man, 
is just about ready to end it all by 
jumping of a bridge. 
With one leg already over, he is saved 
by an old college chum, Milt Manville, 
whom Harry hasn’t seen in 15 years. 
It’s the three-member cast as a whole, 
rounded out by Bill McCutcheon as Milt 
and Joyce Van Patten as his on-again 
off-again wife, Ellen, who make the play 
the effective andsmooth production it is. 
I’ve seen the comedy staged before when 
all encounters fell flat. 


JOYCE PLAYS THE dejected wife 
whose super intelligence, she feels, is at 
fault for the ruination of her marriage. 
For that she blames the board of educa­ 
tion. All she ever really wanted out of 
life was to be a good wife and mother. 
Milt is able to make Harry forget 
about suicide by convincing him all his 
problems could be solved with “love.” 
That’s all he needs to pull himself togeth­ 
er. Harry doesn’t know what love means. 
He’s never experienced it. 
Milt describes how much it’s meant to 
him, being in love with Linda, only it 
does present a problem since his wife, 


Ellen, won’t give him a divorce. “But 
Ellen is a fine girl,” he baits Harry. 
“She reads a lot and plays Flamingo gui­ 
tar, just right for you, Harry.” 
THE REST OF the far-out comedy is 
filled with further entanglements, switch­ 
es and complete turnabouts which too of­ 
ten are just what life is all about any­ 
how. 
Harvey Medlinsky directs his tenth 
production at Arlington Park Theatre 
with this presentation of “Luv” which 
continues through Aug. ll.

Backgammon, the fast-moving jet-set game that is gaining 
universal popularity, has ancient origins. Variations of the 
present-day game were played in ancient Rome and Greece, 
and sets have been discovered by archaeologists not only in 
Egyptian tombs but at the site of Ur of the Chaldees in Iraq. 
Backgammon has been continuously played in the eastern 
Mediterranean countries, although in England and America it 
was, for many years, only an occasional diversion for the 
wealthy. 


The game received a boost in the 1920s when an unknown 
genius playing in an American club came up with the idea of 
the doubling cube. Introducing this poker element make it 
much more exciting as a gambling game.

A Rome adventure ends in Des Plaines 


by STEVE FORSYTH 
Ifs hard to be tough while wearing a 
Mickey Mouse watch, unless you’re a 
stocky F B I agent with a gun under your 
coat and years of training under your 
hat. 
Joe Stumpf is one such agent for the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, respon­ 
sible for most of the Northwest suburbs. 
He is one of 12 resident agents operating 
from a second-floor office on Ellinwood 
Street in Des Plaines, where the bare 
walls and desks reflect the uncluttered 
efficiency 
trained 
into thousands 
of 
agents located in 500 offices and 59 re­ 
gional centers throughout the nation. 
On call 24 hours a day, these agents 
live in the suburbs, but do not live a sub­ 
urbanite’s life. They never are out of 
touch with the office for more than two 
hours at a time. They must either leave 
phone numbers where they can be 
reached, or call in after each two-hour 
period if they cannot be contacted. 
They receive calls from local police at 
all hours, for everything ranging from a 
suburban bank robbery or airplane hi­ 
jacking to a draft dodger or missing per­ 
son. 
WORKING UNDER the gaze of the na­ 
tion’s Ten Most Wanted Criminals (post­ 
ed on the wall), the agents are respon­ 
sible for investigation of about 190 types 
of violations, from serious crime to in­ 
fractions of the copyrighted “ Smokey the 
Bear” trademark of the U. S. Dept, of 
the Interior. 
Smokey the Bear admittedly takes a 
back seat to other activities in the Des 
Plaines F B I office, which serves the 
north, Northwest and west suburbs of 
Chicago. 
Although the office has few facilities, 
its eight desks, three phones and a vault 
room represent the massive investigative 
strength of the entire FB I. Connected by 
teletype with other offices, the 
Des 
Plaines office has at its disposal the so­ 
phisticated computers, crime labs and 
national network of agents that make up 
the FB I. 
The Des Plaines office exists borane 
the late J. Edgar Hoover, former director 
of 
the 
F B I, 
wanted 
agents 
placed 
throughout the nation. The theory was to 
be able to put a man, his car and his 
radio anywhere in the nation within an 
hour, says local Senior Resident Agent 
Harry Walker. 
W ALKER H IM SELF came to Des 
Plaines with another agent to open the 
office in 1953. The men operated from 
their homes, meeting at the post office 
parking lot each morning to discuss the 
day’s plans. Walker signed on as an 
agent in 1946 at an annual salary of 
$4,125. 
Today, 
starting 
agents 
earn 
$16,727, and can rise to about $24,000 
within eight years. 
With improved transportation and com­ 
munication in the country today, the abil­ 
ity to put an F B I agent at a given scene 
in a short period of time has changed. 
The resident-agent system continues to 
produce results, however, because it has 
another effect. 
S t u m p f , whose territory includes 
W h e e l i n g , Buffalo Grove, Arlington 
Heights, 
Rolling 
Meadows, 
Palatine, 
Hoffman Estates and Schaumburg, said 
local police are more fam iliar with him, 
and are more likely to call him as soon 
as an agent is needed. 
Stumpf visits several police stations in 
his territory each day, checking on facts 
and touching base with the policemen. 
He and the other agents in Des Plaines 
also are responsible for several police 
training programs, such as firearms use 
and safe arrest procedures. 


helped in recent years by technology. 
For Kwait, the salvation has been the 
NCIC computer, run by the National 
Crime Information Center in Washington, 
D. C. Established three years ago, the 
computer carries information on fugi­ 
tives and on stolen property bearing se­ 
rial numbers. 
Frahm’s job has been eased somewhat 
by the new' airport security screening 
systems, which have nearly eliminated 
hijacking attempts in the nation. Other 
threats also have diminished becasse cf 
what Frahm calls the “ sterile con­ 
course” atmosphere at airports. 
Passengers have also learned that it is 
a federal crime to even joke about a 
bomb on board an aircraft. Frahm said 
several red-faced businessmen and trav­ 
elers have learned that the hard way. 
THE IM AGE OF THE F B I is part of 
the reason many agents are attracted to 
it. Agent William Downey half kiddingly 
said he saw James Cagney years ago in 
the movie, “ G-Man,” and decided that 
was the career for him. 
Now the F B I has been on television for 
many years. The agents agree with the 
image the show projects — tough, in­ 
telligent men in a network of crimefight- 
ing. They do not all drive Fords, how­ 
ever, and they don’t routinely move from 
trouble spot to trouble spot. 
They are involved in a serious busi­ 
ness, rmd they approach it that way. The 
uncluttered desks, clean bare walls and 
limited proportions of the office almost 
speak for the spartan mood of the FB I. 
The agents work out of brief cases, 
spending mos-t of their time on the 
streets, talking to people. 
ALTHOUGH BASICALLY conservative 
in appearance, recent changes in the F B I 
codes have changed the face of the bu­ 
reau. Agents can wear moustaches, hair 
can be of moderate length, and shirts 
can be colored or striped. The suburban 


offices also have stenographers now, ad­ 
ding a female influence to rooms former­ 
ly dominated by men. 
Annual physicals and weigh-ins are 
routine. The F B I allows no “ fat boys,” 
and the men pay careful attention to 
their weight. They are allowed three 
working hours a week to exercise, al­ 
though they cannot use the time to play 
tennis or golf. Walker said many of them 
use the YMCAs or jog at lunchtime. 
Usually armed, the agents are trained 
in the use of handguns, shotguns, rifles, 
g s guns and the feared Thompson ma­ 
chine gun. They fire on ranges year- 
around, and four of them are firearms 
instructors, teaching other agents and lo­ 
cal noiice. 
THE STANDARDS AND requirements 
for service in the F B I are high, and the 
agents feel that contributes to the reputa­ 
tion and esprit de corps they enjoy. Oth­ 
ers like being out of the office, free of 
being "cooped up,” and one said, “ you’re 
always on the move.” 
Agents do not live in constant danger 
because they try to control their own cir­ 
cumstances. Walker explained that po­ 
lice patrolmen usually are in more dan­ 
ger because they have to go into un­ 
known situations— family fights, burglar­ 
ies, armed robberies — or have to stop 
drivers in unfavorable circumstances. 
The death of Hillside patrolman Anthony 
Raymond is an example, he said. 
He said F B I agents prefer to take ad­ 
vantage of time and planning. “ Even if 
they're armed, we hope to have it 
planned to take anybody by surprise,” 
Walker said. It is not uncommon for 
agents to locate a wanted person and 
keep track of him until circumstances 
are in their favor. 
On the street, an agent is like any oth­ 
er man. He is interested in his home, his 
car, his family and friends. 
At work, he is a different breed. 


The F B I is not usually in the used- 
car business, but when a Jaguar auto 
was found abandoned at the Rome 
airport some months ago, an in­ 
vestigation was started that even­ 
tually led to Des Plaines. 


Using 
F B I international 
liaison 
connections, Italian police received 
cooperation in finding an owner for 
the car. Fearing a kidnaping, mur­ 
der or robbery, the police 
had 
traced the owners of the car — a 
wealthy American couple who had 
purchased it in England and driven it 
in Europe for a few months. 


Agents in the Des Plaines F B I of­ 
fice were subsequently notified, be­ 
cause the couple reportedly lived in a 
North Shore community — part of 
the Des Plaines office jurisdiction. 


An agent dispatched from the Des 
Plaines office approached the sub­ 
stantial home of the couple who pur­ 
chased the car. A woman answered 
the door and dispelled fears that she 
or her husband had met with foul 
play. 


Surprised that the F B I was in­ 
volved and had located her at home, 
she explained that they had pur­ 
chased the expensive car for use 
while on vacation, and simply parked 
it when they boarded the plane to 
come home. She added that anyone 
who needed the car in Rome was 
welcome to keep it, because they had 
no use for it anymore. 


O’HARE AIRPORT F B I 
agents 
also are fond of telling about the 
man who was pulled off a plane for 
investigation because he was carry­ 
ing a large gyroscope. A suspicious 


stewardess had inquired what the de­ 
vice was, and the answer left her 
even more concerned. 
She notified authorities, who deter-

ALTHOUGH SOME OF his work origi­ 
nates from crime in the communities he 
covers, Stumpf also is kept busy tracking 
down information for other agents in oth­ 
er parts of the country. By mail, phone 
or the teletype, he daily receives leads 
he is asked to check out, such as possible 
relatives, former residences or friends of 
fugitives or suspects. 
An average workload for the agents in 
the Des Plaines office is 40 cases, all at 
various stages of completion. Although 
the resident agents live and work in the 
suburbs, 
their orders and directions 
come from the regional office in Chicago, 
where more complete records are kept. 
In addition to agents such as Stumpf, 
the Des Plaines office also is the base for 
two agents who are concerned prim arily 
with crime at O’Hare Airport. Another 
handles Hines Veterans’ Administration 
Hospital. 
F B I agent Dave Struck is the police 
force at Hines, because it is fedral prop­ 
erty. He is credited with setting up a sys­ 
tem whereby the grounds are patrolled 
by security men, although Struck is in 
charge of any crime investigation on the 
property. Other agents have limited ju­ 
risdiction at federal property such as 
Glenview Naval Air Station and Argonne 
National Laboratory. 
The O’Hare agents, David Kwait and 
Dave Frahm, divide their duties. Kwait 
investigates all cargo thefts and related 
crimes. Frahm handles bomb threats, hi­ 
jackings and crimes aboard the aircraft. 
A third agent is assigned to O’Hare part- 
time, in addition to covering three ad­ 
joining suburbs. 
WITH HINES HOSPITAL being the 
largest such facility in the nation, and 
O'Hare Airport the busiest airport in the 
world, the Des Plaines agents have a 
certain distinction.
